DISCUSSES CITY 
DEBT QUESTION 


Judge McClenahan in Memoran­ 


dum of Steam Roller Case 


Discusses Situation 


MUST 
KEEP 
WITHIN 
INCOME 


City Has no Right to Spend More 


Money any one Year Than the 


Levy of That Year 


The following is the memorandum in 
full which accompanied the order of 
Judge McClenahan in the so called 
steam roller case, the order in which 
was published in Friday’s D i s p a t c h : 
I am not prepared to hold that the 
complaint is sufficient, as against the 
objection made to it at the hearing, 
and while the answer, and affidavits 
submitted, may be considered to meet 
the equities of the complaint, still, in 
view of the fact that it is not made 
clear that the plaintiff will not prevail 
upon a final hearing, while it is clear 
that, if the purchase of the machine in 
question be consummated—as it un­ 
doubtedly will be, if no injunction be 
ordered—the plaintiff’s victory will be 
a barren one-his injury, in such case 
irreparable. 
The case falls within ex­ 
ceptions to the general rule that a tem­ 
porary injunction will not be ordered 
when such equities are denied. 
See 
Dunnell’s Minn., Page I, section 1431 
and cases cited. 
Much of the argument of the hearing 
had to do with the question whether or 
not the so called floating debt of the 
city of Brainerd, amounting to about 
$40,000.00, could be considered on this 
motion. 
The conditions under which this debt 
was created do not positively appear- 
There might be such a debt, repro 
sented by outstanding city orders, that 
would be perfectly legal; as for in­ 
stance, where the failure to pay the 
orders was due to delinquencies in tax 
payments relied upon by the city; and 
other conditions may 
be 
conceived 
which would justify such outstanding 
debt. 
The exact conditions here cannot 
be known until a trial of the issues of fact 
is had. 
If, however, as was intimated, 
if not positively stated, by plaintiff’s 
counsel on the argument, these out­ 
standing orders were illegally issued, 
they are still illegal, and the city has 
no more authority to pay them now 
than it had to issue them originally. 
This is a complete answer to counsel’s 
argument that the outstanding orders 
must be paid before any further debts 
can be created by the city, assuming, 
of course, that such orders were illegal 
when issued. 
If illegal then, they will 
so remain until the legislature grants 
the city the right to provide for their 
payment. 
Chapter 
62, G. L. 1907, 
is probably such a grant of authority. 
If not illegal then, it must be because, 
under the general financial plan out­ 
lined in the charter, there then existed 
some provision for their ultimate pay­ 
ment, other than the power to levy 
taxes for future current expenses. 
The 
taxes levied in 1906, under the pro­ 
visions of section 53 of the charter, 
and the revenue mentioned in that sec­ 
tion, were for the purpose of defraying 
“ the current expenses of the city for 
the next fiscal y ear,’’ and, of course, 
cannot be used for any other purpose. 
By current expenses is meant ordinary 
expenses, and by current expenses of 
the year is meant expenses of the cur­ 
rent year. 
12 Cyc. 998; Babcock V. 
Goodrich, 47 Cal., 488, 510; State V. 
Marion county, 21 Kan., 419, 433; 8 A. 
& E. Enc. of Law, 504, note. 
To ap­ 
ply these funds to the extinguishment 
of debts created in some prior year or 
years would be a palpable violation of 
the section referred to; its wording is 
so plain that “ he who runs may read.’’ 


The taxes levied in 1906, under sec­ 
tion 56 of the charter, were for “ in­ 
terest to become due during the next 
fiscal year upon all the bonds or debt” 
of the city, and for the sinking fund, 
and it is expressly provided that the 
amounts so collected “ shall not be ap­ 
plied to any other purpose.” 
Under 
section 57, if there be any surplus of 
money in the interest fund, after pay­ 
ing the interest becoming due in the 
specified year, it must be turned into' 
the sinking fund, and the same disposi­ 
tion must be made of all revenues of 
the city not otherwise appropriated. 
The only other item entering into the 
city tax levy of 1906 is the one-half 
mill levied for the public library, the 
proceeds of which can be used for no 
other purpose. 
Chapter 33, IL L. 1905; 
chapter 257, G. L. 1905. 
Section 63 of the charter contains 
furthur restrictions, and the general 
purpose of all these charter provisions 
is to have the business of the city con­ 
ducted, as nearly as possible, on a cash 
basis. 
Of course, such a business con­ 
dition is not strictly possible, in the 
sense that every obligation must be 
paid in money at the time it is created, 
because such money may not then be

covery on Ditch Contract 


Judge 
McClenahan 
today handed 
down his ruling sustaining the demur­ 
rer of County Attorney Warner to the 
complaint in the case of the O’Brien 
Mercantile company against the Coun­ 
ty of Crow Wing. The plaintiffs sought 
to recover on a contract between the 
county and one Grant G. Tyrrell for the 
construction of a county ditch, the 
plaintiffs being the owners of the con­ 
tract by assignment. 
The demurrer 
was based on the fact that the con­ 
tract did not provide for a bond to pro­ 
tect the county from labor liens as by 
statute provided. 
There have been a 
number of labor claims presented to 
the court for work on the ditch and the 
board stated at a recent meeting that 
the commissioners were ready to pay 
the money when it was learned to 
whom it was due. 
The voiding of the 
contract, it is said, does not release the 
county from obligation to pay the labor 
claims, but unless the bond required to 
was 
only at certain periods, and the pro­ 
ceeds thereof do not reach the city 
treasury at times and in quantities to 
meet the daily demands of the munici­ 
pal government; 
but legal provision 
must have been made for such receipts, 
and they, together with the proceeds of 
other legitimate sources of revenue, 
will form a fund beyond which the 
city’s expenditures cannot legally go 
in a given fiscal year. 
It has no power 
to borrow money to make up a defici­ 
ency, and expect to take care of the 
loan by a subsequent tax levy, or out 
of revenues belonging to a following 
year. 
Nor indeed has the city general 
power to borrow' money for any pur­ 
pose, its bonded indebtness is the result 
of express legislative grants. 
As a practical matter, deficiencies w ill 
exist from time to time, but they can­ 
not find any legal excuse in a failure to 
provide, in advance, for a sufficient an­ 
nual income. 
When such provision is 
made, expenditures, in that fiscal year, 
may properly be made, based upon the 
anticipation that the income provided 
for will become available, but that is 
the legal limit, 
and every dollar at­ 
tempted to be spent in excess of that 
limit is evidence of an illegal act, and 
its ultimate legal payment must depend 
upon the will of the legislature. 
If the 
income should exceed the proper appro­ 
priations, in a given fiscal year, the ex­ 
cess should go into the sinking fund. 
From the foregoing, it may be con­ 
cluded that, under proper fiscal manage­ 
ment, a floating indeptedness, or con­ 
siderable amount or continuing for any 
considerable time, is a legal impossi­ 
bility in the Citv of Brainerd. 
Let 
each fiscal year completely take care 
of itself if due allowance be not made 
for a falling off of income, due to delin­ 
quent taxes and other causes, to say 
nothing of expenditures in excess of 
the estimates. 
The matter of special assessments 
for streets, sidewalks, sewers and the 
like, is covered by other sections of the 
charter and some general laws, and 
need not be here discussed, further 
than to say that ample provision is 
made in the charter and law’s wnth 
references to such matters. 
I may repeat here, what I stated 
orally at the argument, that if the in- 
some provided for the present fiscal 
year w*ere to be applied in partial par­ 
tial payment of the floating debt, the 
city government wTould cease to exist. 
My conclusion, upon the entire show­ 
ing, 
is that this case can best be dis­ 
posed of by a trial of the issues of fact, 
and that the present status should be 
preserved, 
in the meantime, by in­ 
junction, unless the parties shall sooner 
reach a settlement.
